Tue German navy have been making some very in- 
teresting experiments to test the depth of the sea on 
the speed of ships. Torpedo boats were used, it being 
found that at speeds not exceeding twelve knots the 
depth of the sea did not exercise any influence. When 
steaming at 15 to 21 knots, it was observed that sha!- 
low water acted as a serious check. 


THERE have been a large number of schemes of late 
to assist people in saving. The latest is a penny-in-the- 
slot savings bank, which is quite a success. These 
machines are located at railway stations and other 
public resorts, and the individual desirous of obtaining 
a bank account drops a penny in the slot and receives 
a ticket which is accepted for the money at the head- 
quarters of the scheme. 





THE report of the National Association of Car 
Service Managers for the first quarter of 1904 
shows that the average detention of cars the 
country over is 1.67 days. Of this the rail- 
roads are charged with an average detention of 
.36 of a day, while the consignees are charged 
with 1.32 days. According to the complaints which 
I have personally heard from a large number of hard- 
ware dealers as to the number of days in which the 
railroads have detained cars due to them, the afore- 
said common carriers must have been miraculously 
prompted in a large number of cases in order to 
keep up to the average mentioned. 

AMERICAN INDUSTRIES recently took up the quest’on 
of the adoption of the metric system and published a 
list of firms who gave their reasons for the compul- 
sory adoption of the metric system. This list in- 
cluded manufacturers of files, portable tools, water 
meters, electrical appliances, house heating boilers, 
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jewelry, stoves, bridges, railways, headlights, wagons, 
coffins, leather belting, leather, whisky, hosiery, bags, 
paper, blank books and corks. <A correspondent of 
that paper ridicules the value of this list, saying that 
the manufacturers mentioned do little measuring. We 
think this criticism is entirely captious in the matter of 
stove and boiler manufacturers, as well as in a number 
of other lines. 


UNITED States CONSUL JoHN C. Covert at Lyons 
reports that coal briquettes are in very general use in 
France, hardly a household being without them during 
cold weather. They are more easily handled and more 
readily ignited, and they throw out more heat than 
coal and make no dirt at all. They are preferred to 
anv kind of coal. The inspector-general of the Paris, 
Lyons & Mediterranean Railroad Co. in Lyons says 
that his road uses large quantities of coal briquettes, 
about 10 per cent of its fuel consisting of them. Thus 
the road is enabled to utilize all the slack and coal dust 
from the mines. The engineers can get up steam more 
quickly with briquettes than with any kind of coal 
without them. They form no slag or clinkers, and tend 
to prevent the formation of clinkers when used with 
other coal. The company manufactures its own bri- 
quettes. About 65 per cent of its fuel consists of fine 


coal or slack. 








A set is a little thing. The man who makes it is 
sure it can do him no harm. Other men may ruin 
themselves by gambling or speculation, but not he. 

Fortunately society is able to find a better point of 
view for passing judgment than that of the individ- 
ual man seeking for amusement, excitement or easy 
money. It has at hand the convincing method of sta- 
tistics. It can estimate the extent of the gambling 
evil by percentages. 

Two guarantee companies—the Guarantee Company 
of North America and the United States Guarantee 
Company—have just been applying this method, and 
they have decided that they cannot afford to issue 
bonds for any employe who is given to gambling or 
speculating. They have announced that they will 
cancel the bonds of any patron whenever they have 
proof that he has the gambling habit. That will mean 
in the majority of cases that the amateur gambler 
must quit his amusement or quit his job. 

Such action is taken by these companies entirely as 
a matter of business, but it will possess a valuable so- 
cial effect. It will help to meet what is coming to be 
a national need—namely, the placing of some effective 
check upon the growing craze for “getting some- 
thing for nothing,” which manifests itself all the way 
from Wall street to the penny policy shop. The rav- 
ages of this craze, or, perhaps better, disease, are 
sometimes startlingly evident, as, for instance, in the 
“Patsy” King trial the other day, when whole panels 
of jurors confessed, man after man, that they “be- 
lieved in policy” and were not in sympathy with the 
laws framed to suppress it. 

Italy and Spain give us excellent examples of coun- 
tries in which the gambling spirit has supplanted the 
spirit of business enterprise. America has grown 
rich by its business enterprise. It cannot afford to let 
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its people impoverish the country by turning them- 
selves into habitual gamblers. 

The laws against professional gaming establish- 
ments must be enforced and the craze of the dupes 
must be discouraged by every available means. 





Tue foreign commerce of the United States in the 
fiscal year 1904 is the largest in its history ; the exports 
of manufactures are larger than in any preceding year, 
and the exports of domestic products exceed those of 
any other country. 

The total exports during the year ending June 30, 
1904, are $1,460,829,539, against $1,420,141,679 in the 
fiscal year 1903, an increase of $40,687,860; that the 
imports for the year are $990,745,084, against $1,025,- 
719,237 in 1903, a decrease of $34,974,153; and that 
the excess of exports over imports is $470,084,455, 
against $394,422,442 in 1903, an increase of $75,662,- 
013 in the excess of exports over imports. 

Comparing the figures of 1904 with those of earlier 
years, it may be said that the total exports are larger 
than in any preceding year except 1901, that the im- 
ports are greater than in any preceding year except 
1903; and that the total commerce—the imports and 
exports combined—in 1904 is greater than that of any 
preceding year. The total commerce of the year 
amounts to $2,451,574,623, against $2,445,860,916 in 
1903, and $2,310,937,156 in 1901, the years in which 
imports and exports, respectively, made higher records 
than those of 1904. Thus, while neither imports nor 
exports for 1904 reach the high record of a single ear- 
lier year the total of imports and exports combined 
in 1904 exceeds the total commerce of any earlier year. 

In manufacture the exports of the year will make 
their highest record. While the figures of manufac- 
tures exported for the full fiscal year 1904 have not yet 
heen completed, the fact that the eleven months’ fig- 
ures already completed exceed by 17 million dollars 
those of the corresponding period of the record year, 
1900, makes it apparent that the total exports of manu- 
factures in 1904 will be greater than those of any pre- 
ceding vear. 

It is also apparent that the exports of domestic 
products from the United States in the fiscal year just 
ended will exceed those of any other country. The 
United Kingdom is, next to the United States, the 
world’s largest exporter of domestic products, and un- 
til within recent years surpassed the United States in 
its total. During recent years, however, the United 
States has rapidly gained upon and finally overtaken 
the United Kingdom in the race for supremacy as an 
exporter of domestic products. 

In 1900 exports of domestic products from the 
United States exceeded those from the United King- 
dom by about 35 million dollars. In the year ending 
June 30, 1902, those of the United States exceeded 
those of the United Kingdom by about 8 million dol- 
lars. In the fiscal year 1903 the United Kingdom was 
again at the front, her total of domestic exports ex- 
ceeding that of the United States by 22 million dol- 
lars. In the fiscal year 1904 the United States will 


apparently be again in the lead, since figures of eleven 
months already in hand show for that period an ex- 


cess of 38 million dollars in favor of the United States.

Curbing the naughty catalogue houses, forcing the 
parcels post to enact the role of Rip Van Winkle, the 
elimination of the maximum risk in_ credits both 
wholesale and retail—these are a few of the strenuous 
questions that loom up in the hardware world. Stren- 
uous questions require earnest consideration and un- 
swerving persistence, repeated conferences and ener- 
getic correspondence, and other equally strenuous 
methods in order that satisfactory solutions may be 
found. 

There are Liliputians as well as Brobdignagians in 
the realms of trade abuses and whereas some of the 
weightier evils require a long course of phials and 
physicians before a cure can be completed, a little sur- 
gery will cure the little commercial sores in a day 
or two at most. 

F. D. Mitchell, the energetic secretary of the Amer- 
ican Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, who has 
been instrumental in securing many new members for 
that body and whose personality is a large factor in 
the success of the association, is about to lance an 
itchy, irritating hardware pustule, for which he will 
receive the hearty thank-yous of the trade. Mr. 
Mitchell, in a recent favor, outlines the evil in ques- 
tion as follows: 

“One matter which has been ‘brought to our atten- 
tion’ from several quarters is the pernicious habit on 
the part of many express companies of ‘collecting at 
both ends,’ which at first glance appears to be incon- 
sequential because a majority of manufacturers install 
a system for following up the matter; but, contem- 
plating shipments (prepaid) of samples, advertising 
(‘souvenirs’ and otherwise), ‘Christmas presents’ and 
what not, and multitudinous other express shipments 
on which the recipient would never raise the question 
of ‘collect’; that to collect the rebate of ‘25c’ from the 
express companies about that amount must be spent 
in employes’ time, stenographer or printed forms to 
cover express company’s mistakes.”’ 

It must be borne in mind that “drivers” of express 
companies whose fingers itch have marvelous scent for 
the contents of a parcel. They know in many cases 
whether it is a regular order and hence immune or 
whether it is a special such as referred to by Mr. 
Mitchell. and hence offers an exceptional opportunity 
for petty loot. 

This laudable ambition of the express companies or 
their employes to secure a quarter when they see one 
around loose is gratified at the financial expense of the 
consignee znd the reputation for liberality of the con- 
signor. The former puts up and does not look a gift 
horse in the mouth, but at the same time remarks to 
his partner that the Tizit Hardware Mfg. Co. are 
close fisted brethren. He is apt to add with some self- 
laudatory unction that he is glad that his firm are no 
cheap skates. 

Some other recipients of souvenirs keep mum, but 
whenever the name of the consignors comes up they 
remember them as a firm just a trifle tarnished—not 
necessarily shady or discredited but not all wool and 
a yard wide, royal goods, royal good fellows, etc. 
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{ am glad this matter has been taken up. While it 
makes for but little financially it makes for much in 
the line of commercial courtesy and for much in the 
line of commercial honesty.

TING-A-LING! Ting-a-ling! The telephone which 
enables the dealer to talk at his pleasure ‘with a mean 
5, 50 or 500 miles away is emblematic of the closer 
affiliation of commercial interests. It is the little 
brother of the new commercial fraternity—the drop a 
nickel in the slot secretary of every local hardware 
association in existence—the crucial spike in the plat- 
form of commercial solidity. 

What’s your telephone to you? Is it merely a con- 
venience for the drummer who visits your town in 
finding out if John Jones, the hardware man, in the 
next town is at home? 

Is it a detriment to your business, being used princi- 
pally as a vehicle for the sentimental gossip of your 
clerk ? 

Are you one of the few men who use it as a business 
getter? 

In your local advertising in local newspapers and 
in circulars do you emphasize the fact that telephone 
orders receive your prompt attention? 

When you are offering a hardware bargain do vou 
ever call up a few customers and tell them about it? 

When vou hear that Tom Higbee was thrown from 
his buggy, do you call up his house and ask how 
he is? 

When Foxy Grandpa Hunks comes into your store 
and prices a steel range that cost you $35 and you say 
$50 and Grandpa says, “Buller over at Swisherville 
will sell me the same range for $40,” what do you do? 

Perhaps you write a letter to the Whirligig Steel 
Range Mfg. Co., as follows: 

“Why in thunder is not my money just as good as 
Buller of Swishersville? He is selling your Whirligig 
steel range at $40. You are charging me $35 for it 
and I cannot meet such competition. Now, I am 
working up a good trade on this range and getting 
$50 for it, but if you cannot sell to me as cheap as 
you do to Buller, I won’t buy any more.” 

Perhaps you tell Foxy Grandpa what you think of 
suller, probably interspersed with a few delicate re 
flections on his ancestry and sell the range for $40 just 
to beat Buller. 

Perhaps if you are a real wise guy you cogitate. If 
vou do this you will remember who Foxy Grandpa 
Hunks is and how nothing gives him so much joy in 
life as beating down a dealer. 

If you do this you will also remember meeting Buller 
at the hardware convention last February and that he 
was a real decent fellow and that his wife who ac 
companied him took quite a shine to your little boy 
whom you took along to see the sights.

STEEL RANGE OUTLOOK. 


The Mitchell Bros. Co., Cleveland, O., write: “In 
our city the outlook for steel ranges or, in fact, any 
stove is not very bright. Natural gas has just en- 
tered Cleveland, but has not as yet been piped very 
thoroughly in our city, so the stove men do not know 
what to expect and the people do not know what they 
want. It spoiled our stove business last year and is 
doing it again this year. We expect no increase in 
the steel range business here this vear. In our sec- 
tion steel] ranges are not supplanting cast ranges. The 
fact is, cast ranges are again coming into the market 
supplanting steel ranges. 

“Our vicinity requires medium and high-priced steel 
ranges. We are not bothered by the range peddler in 
our section of the city, and, consequently, have not 
thought the matter over as to which would be the best 
mode of fighting this style of merchant piracy. The 
margin of profit on steel ranges has grown smaller, 
the same as on other lines of goods; still we think the 
margin sufficient. Malleable iron ranges are not heard 
of in our locality. There is no call for them. We do 
not carry steel cooks nor is there any demand for them 
in our locality.”

STEEL RANGE OUTLOOK IS BETTER THAN 
USUAL.

outlook for steel ranges is better than usual. Crop 


prospects are good and there has been no serious labor 
trouble ; in consequence, we expect to increase our sales 
on steel ranges this year. 

We still think the medium-priced range manufac- 
tured by a first-class house the most satisfactory for all 
concerned. 

The range peddler has not troubled us here and 
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would have a hard task with the amount of newspaper 
advertising done in this city by the stove dealers. 

We are satisfied that the average dealer does not 
get a sufficient margin of profit on steel ranges. 

It means a iarge investment of capital, capable sales- 
men and skilled labor to successfully handle them. 
These things cost money and make the real cost of a 
range much higher than the original invoice shows. 
This fact should be remembered when pricing a range, 
as this bill must be added to the cost. 

Che malleable steel range has never made much 
headway in this locality. 

Steel cooks do not seem to interfere with the sales 
of ranges, but rather act as a stepping stone to the 
better goods, viz., the range.”

competition. 


The different angles of vision show that there is need of greater unison in the 


ranks of legitimate merchandising—a consummation that is felicitously nearer with each 


succeeding month. 


Springs, Ark., president of the 
Dealers’ Association, writes:

Arkansas Retail Hardware 
THE DIN OF BATTLE. 

ln my judgment the catalogue houses have declared war 
on the legitimate retail dealers and are pouring shot and shell 
into us on every side. They have, already, sentinels stationed 
at every point where there is business. These sentinels and 
carriers are paid by Uncle Sam. The catalogues are their 
munition of war and are at work seven days in the week, 
beginning on Sunday morning and working continuously until 
the following Saturday night. Every day and night, three 
hundred and sixty-five days in the year, day in and day out, 
year in and year out, working all the time, while the retail 
merchant goes to his store at 8 o’clock, looks over his mail, 
and watches around to see how his business is going, and 
hears his clerks tell of a few sales they had lost from catalogue 
competition. He goes to dinner at twelve o’clock, back at 
One or one-thirty, sends to the bank, looks up a few delin- 
quents, rounds up the collector, and tells his salesmen to keep 
their eyes on the gun; goes home at five or six o'clock, having 
worked about eight hours, the number of hours required by 
most all labor organizations; while our competitors, the cata- 
loguers, put in sixteen hours or more, every minute of which 
is used in one direction, advertising good goods and cheap 
goods; the very thing to induce people to trade with them— 
while the retail merchant as a rule only gives about one-six- 
teenth per cent of his time to trade getting. 


SILENT WORKERS. 

The laborer says to his co-laborer, “I only work eight 
hours per day and you shall not work any more than eight 
hours”; but the retail merchant can’t say that to the cata- 
logues. They are silent workers and never give offense. 
They never contribute to your poor and distressed; neither do 
they refuse to do so. They never help build your churches 
and school houses; neither do they refuse to do so. They 
never extend any credit to you in time of need; neither do they 
refuse you. They never resent an insult; they are always 
pleasing and inviting. They never get sick and employ local 
physicians; they are always well and smiling. They do not 


eat, wear clothes, pay rent, nor taxes; while we, the retail 


merchants, poor devils, have to meet our customers face to 
face in every transaction. 

Now that such a battle is on, what is the remedy? I have 
read several letters from the most prominent jobbers, retail 
merchants and manufacturers in the country, and they each 
write good letters and offer good suggestions as to remedy, 
and if followed out, no doubt will do much toward relieving 
the situation. 


SHOULD STAND TOGETHER AS A UNIT. 

I think we retail merchants should march out and line up 
as in battle. We should stand together as a unit. We should 
say to the jobber, if you want our business, stop furnishing 
ammunition to our enemies, and supply us with such goods as 
we need to fight competition, pledging ourselves, at the same 
time, individually, to the jobber, that we will use such goods 
for that purpose only, and then advertise those goods along 
with other things, the same as the catalogue houses do. They 
offer a few items at cost and catch the trade. We should 
do the same, and as the catalogue competition gets stronger 
the closer we must deal. Stop saying yes to those who want 
credit and say no and tell them why—can’t meet catalogue 
competition and sell on credit. Find out who it is of your 
customers that buy of catalogue houses. Make a list of them, 


hand your list to a dry goods merchant and ask him to do the 
same by you. 


See these people in person, get them into your 





store, talk it over with them; go into their homes, show them 
how deceiving the catalogues are and assure them that you 
will meet any legitimate competition, 

THE RETAILER'S HOME OPPORTUNITY. 

Some of these people are buying from their home mer- 
chants on time and sending their money away. You can stop 
your part of that if you know who they are. Let your trade 
know that the fight is on and that you are in the battle to win. 
Meet any catalogue price (quality considered). I regard home 
competition one of the greatest drawbacks in contending with 
the catalogue situation. I am afraid to make a fight on cata- 
logue houses for fear my home competitor will jump on me, 
and if I reduce the price on hand saws to meet catalogue 
house prices, my competitor will reduce the price on nails, 
an item we do not need to cut the price on. If I say to a 
man, “I can’t credit you because you send your money away 
to catalogue houses,” that man will go to my competitor and 
get credit. If my customer sends to a catalogue house and 
buys all his builders’ hardware for a building and then comes 
to me for nails and sash weights, I would like to charge him 
a profit, but my competitor sells him nails and sash weights at 
cost, in order to get him for a customer. If every retail 
dealer would join their retail dealers’ association and attend 
their annual meetings and get in line, read the hardware jour- 
nals, get in step and fire at every command, it would not 
take very long to control the situation. Do not try to stop 
the catalogue houses. If you are behind, catch up and get in 
the lead; if you are in the lead, work to stay there, and keep 
looking back all the time. 

A SUMMARY. 

I sum it up about like this: If the manufacturers think 
more of the catalogue house trade than they do of the job- 
bers’, let them sell the catalogue houses exclusively; the job- 
ber can attend to that. If the jobber thinks more of the cata- 
logue house trade than he does the retailer’s, let him sell the 
catalogue houses exclusively; and let us retailers see to that. 
If the manufacturer wants to sell us and sells cheaper than the 
jobber, then it is the duty of the jobber to cut his prices to 
meet the manufacturer’s, the same as we retailers have to cut 
prices to meet catalogue competition. Make every dealer and 
manufacturer declare themselves. Start at the head; let the 
jobber see that the manufacturers confine their sales to the 
jobbing trade and let the retailers see that the jobbers con- 
fine their sales to the legitimate retail hardware dealers; and 
when this is done, we retailers will understand better how to 
dodge the bullets. But when they are pouring hot lead into 
us from every side, we do not know whether to stand or run; 
but when we know the source of the firing I think we can 
fortify ourselves and make a winning. 

Every one knows that the fight is to be made by the retail 
dealers and if the jobbers will furnish us the right kind of 
ammunition and we do not waste it for profit-makers, we will 
certainly win the battle. It takes concerted action to accom- 
plish anything. The retail dealers, jobbers and manufacturers 
should handle this catalogue proposition through their respect- 
ive associations, and in order to do that successfully every one 
in sympathy with us must enlist. 

The Arkansas Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association is 
undertaking to get every legitimate retail hardware dealer in 
the state to enlist, and if we are successful we will make a 
showing for Arkansas next year that will surprise the natives. 
We do not expect to stop the catalogue house competition, but 
we do expect to regulate them and put ourselves on equal 
footing with them; and when we do that the battle is prac- 
tically won. We do not ask that legitimate competition be 
stopped; we are able to meet honest competition. 
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Should Hardware Dealers 
Handle Incubators 


VALUE OF POULTRY INDUSTRY 

The output of the poultry industry is almost as great in 
value as the wheat crop, and the demand among poultry- 
men and farmers for labor-saving devices and equipment 
is growing rapidly. There are probably as many incubators 
sold every year as corn planters, and there is also a large 
sale for brooders, brood houses, bone cutters and other mod- 
ern inventions which are needed by those who want to make 
money out of poultry. The incubator business thus far has 
been conducted almost entirely on a mail order basis by the 
manufacturers, not because they are unable to get dealers 
to push in a satisfactory manner the sale of their goods. 
There are many reasons why the sale of incubators and re- 
lated goods shoud! be controlled by implement dealers, and 
this trade could be developed into a profitable side line. 

THE PIONEER INCUBATOR, 

Until a few years ago incubators were very uncertain 
machines, producing more disappointment among purchasers 
than satisfactory results. The dealer was liable to reap more 
trouble than profit, and this is probably the chief reason why 
implement men have not taken more kindly to the “imitation 
hen.” In the last few years, however, there have been great 
improvements in the construction of these machines, especial- 
ly in the regulators and heaters, and the best machines on 
the market now give such good results that a dealer who is 
careful need not lose any money or make enemies by en- 
couraging his customers io go into poultry on a business 
basis. The fact that there is still an element of uncertainty 
—that the purchaser with a poor, unsatisfactory machine— 
ought to give the dealer a strong hold on the trade. Any 
farmer except a mail order crank would rather pay more 
for a machine, with the guaranty of a good dealer, than to 
take the risk of ordering from a stranger 100 or 500 miles 
away, whose warranty has no practical value. The cheapest, 
poorest machines sold by mail usually have the strongest war- 
ranties in advertisements, but the manufacturers get cash in 
advance, and they seldom refund the money. 

THE FOUR ESSENTIALS. 

Any one of several first-class incubators on the market 
will give good results and hatch as large a percentage of 
eggs as a hen, if it is operated with a little common sense, 
and it will hatch 100 or 200 chicks at a time. Four things 
are essential: The proper adjustment of the regulator, keep- 
ing the lamp clean and trimmed regularly, turning the eggs 
regularly every day and regulating the ventilation so the eggs 
wi!l not dry out too rapidly nor too slowly. Anyone with 
the intelligence and the memory to follow printed directions 
in looking after these essentials can get satisfactory results. 
A woman or girl who can do these things faithfully, and give 
the growing flocks the same degree of care, can make more 
money out of poultry than a farmer can make raising grain 
on a 160-acre farm. 

AUTOMATIC REGULATORS. 


The regulators on modern machines are automatic, and, 
if the machine be given proper attention in other respects, 
will hold the heat in the egg chamber within less than a de- 
gree of variation. The most common type of regulator is a 
brass flask, in the form of a disk, or a double disk. This 
flask is filled with a volatile fluid which vaporizes a little be- 
low the hatching temperature, so that the flask is filled with 
vapor under a slight pressure when the machine is fired up. 
This fluid is very sensitive to any change in temperature. 
A rise of a fraction of a degree will cause it to expand and 


bulge the disk, while corresponding drop in temperature 
causes the disk to contract. ‘This disk is set in the egg 
chamber, on a level with the egg tray, and a vertical rod 
resting on it controls, by a long lever, the movement of a 
damper or valve on the heater. There are other forms of 
regulators that give good results, one popular machine having 
a “thermostat” which consists of a horseshoe-shaped bar of 
metal, which spreads and contracts under changes of tem- 
perature, while another has a compound arrangement of bars 
which bulge when they are lengthened by heat. These three 
popular forms, the brass disk, the horseshoe thermostat and 
the compound bar, give good results as a rule. Once in a 
while, however, a regulator of the best type will prove de- 
fective and must be replaced, and this is one of the things 
that ought to give the implement dealer a leverage on the 
trade. If he understands his machine he can tell at a glance 
what is wrong when it does not work right. 
HOT AIR SUPPLANTS HOT WATER. 

Years ago the popular idea was to heat the egg chamber 
with a tank of hot water, but this system has been discarded 
by practically all the leading manufacturers, as hot air is 
found moré satisfactory, with a good regulator. A lamp 
with a large bowl and a burner of ordinary size furnishes 
sufficient heat. The “heater” is usually outside the incubator. 
It has a metal chimney, sometimes with a return flue. Pure 
air is drawn from the outside through the heater and is 
warmed by contact with the chimney or flue, and passes 
through a pipe into the egg chamber. The heat is regulated 
by a damper on top of the heater, which, under control of the 
regulator, throws the warm air into the egg chamber when 
it is needed or allows it to escape when the chamber is 
warm enough or getting too warm. The lamps are all made 
with bowls large enough to run twenty-four hours without 
refilling. One reservoir lamp is advertised to run an entire 
hatch without refilling. Care is needed to keep the lamp 
clean and properly trimmed, as a smoky flame will soon coat 
the chimney or flues so that the air will not be heated suf- 
ficiently for the egg chamber. Most of the manufacturers 
claim that their lamps only need attention twice a day and 
need not be touched at any other time, but, of course, in 
irregular weather the flame might need to be turned up or 
down to help along the regulation of the heat. 

CAUSES OF FAILURES. 

Most of the failures in operating incubators are due to 
negiect of the question of ventilation, and this is something 
that a dealer ought to understand himself and impress care- 
fully upon purchasers. There are a few cases where the 
regulators and heaters fail to work properly, with reasonable 
attention, but the question of ventilation is often misunder- 
stood, especially by those who have had no experience in 
hatching. 

DEVELOPMENT OF AIR CELLS. 

Every egg has an air cell in one end, and this cell grad- 
ually enlarges during incubation, as the egg dries out. The 
development of the air cell must keep pace with the develop- 
ment of the chick. If the air in the egg chamber is not dry 
enough the egg will not dry out as it should and the chick 
will drown in the shell; while if the air is too dry the chick 
will shrivel up or be so weak it will not be able to pip and 
get out of the shell at hatching time. The development of 
the air cell can be controlled by the operator, by regulating 
the ventilation, and when this part of the work has proper 
attention one can count upon good hatches which will bring 
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a chick from practically every fertile egg. The manufac- 
turers furnish instruction books, in which they have diagrams 
which show how large the air cell ought to be at various 
stages of incubation; and most of them furnish egg testers 
with their machines—a lamp, to be used in a dark room, 
with a dark chimney having a window in which the egg is 
held for examination. An incubator ought not to be sold 
without an egg tester. With the tester the infertile eggs 
can be taken out of the machine, and the air can thus be 
kept more wholesome for the developing germs or chicks. 
The percentage of infertile eggs, or those which have no 
male germ, is often surprisingly large, and a greenhorn who 
does not use the tester will be surprised that so many eggs 
do not hatch, when, as a matter of fact, nothing would hatch 
them, because nature did not place a germ in them. Hens 
lay just as well without fertilization, and many poultry ex- 
perts advise keeping roosters out of the flock when eggs are 
only wanted for market, as they keep better when infertile 
Infertile eggs are not so likely to foul the incubator as those 
in which the germ dies early. 
REGULATORS ARE EASILY ADJUSTED. 

The manufacturers construct their machines so weil that 
but little intelligence is needed to adjust the regulator and 
run the heater, but the ventilation depends entirely upon the 
operator. Ordinarily the humidity of the air can be con- 
trolled by simply regulating the heat and the fresh air inlet. 
In a very dry climate, or at a high altitude, all machines 
usually require a little moisture, supplied by sitting a pan 
of water in the machine. Sometimes this is necessary in the 
central states, especially if the machine is a “dry” one, but 
most of the manufacturers design their machines so that un- 
der ordinary conditions it is not necessary to supply artificial 
moisture. 

CARE OF EGGS. 

The eggs must be turned regularly every day in all in- 
cubators or the yolk will stick to the shell and kill the chick. 
The hen seems to have a better memory in this requirement 
of hatching than some people who undertake to run incu- 
bators. There are to be found occasionally people whose 
memories are defective in so simple a matter as this, and 
their poor results have had much to do with the idea that 
prevails in some communities that incubators are not a suc- 
cess. 

BROODERS. 

The brooder, a little dog-house in which to keep the 
young chicks, with a heater and regulator to keep them at the 
right temperature, is a necessary investment for anyone who 
buys an incubator. The brooder is far more satisfactory 
than the hen in rearing chicks. It holds 100 to 200 chicks, 
which are kept in one place, and are easily fed and cared for, 
and a uniform temperature, with cleanliness and proper feed, 
will make the chicks grow faster with less risk of sickness 
or fatality. With the incubator and brooder chicks can be 
hatched and raised very early in the spring, so as to take 
advantage of the higher prices paid for “broilers.” 

THE PRINCIPAL THING TO DO. 


The few points that have been given in this article on the 
mechanical features of the incubator problem show that the 
principal thing needed to run incubators successfully is in- 
telligence and care on the part of the operator. The dealer 
who wants to make money out of these machines and the 
poultry supplies and other things needed in the poultry busi- 
ness ought to take a little interest in the business itself, so 
as to be able to advise his customers or tell them what is 
wrong if they do not get good results at the start. The 
profit that can be made is worth the effort. 

I.ARGE PROFITS. 

There is another feature of the question, however, that 
will appeal with peculiar force to many dealers. The “rent- 
er’ is a growing factor in the market for implemenis, and 
a very unsatisfactory one for the dealer who is asked for 
credit. The renter who only raises grain has to work on a 
slender margin. An incubator and brooder will put many 
such a man on his feet. Poultry requires a very small in- 
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vestment, and chickens and other poultry can be raised for 
market in brooders, brood houses and other portable fixtures 
which cost but litthe money. The profit is very large on the 
investment. With a very small outlay one can make several 
hundred dollars a year without neglecting other farm work 
or crops. Corn and other grains fed to chickens bring $1 
to $2 per bushel in market poultry or eggs—more money than 
can be realized in feeding hogs or cattle. The renter who 
is having a hard struggle to make a living can put himself 
in easy circumstances in a few months by giving a little at- 
tention to poultry, and if he is a man of intelligence he is a 
safe risk for a poultry outfit on credit when it would be 
rash io trust him for a buggy or anything else. What ap- 
plies to the renter applies with equal force to the condition 
of thousands of small farmers who are too poor to buy the 
implements they ought to have for field work. The small 
farmer can make more money by applying himself to poultry 
than his neighbor can make raising grain on 160 acres of 
choice land. With a flock of soo hens, not an excessive 
number, a man can make $1,000 to $1,500 a year and raise all 
the feed on a small place. Poultry is a branch of agriculture 
that has long been despised by the farmer, but incubators 
and other labor-saving machinery are placing the humble 
hen on a money-making basis that commands respect. A.

profitable,

We have handled incubators for the last two years, and 
have found them profitable. 

In starting the sale of these goods, we advertise them 
in the local paper. 

We have not sent out any circulars advertising our incu- 
bators, but to interest our customers we simply explain the 
working of the machine. 

We sell these goods ourselves, and would recommend 
the setting of machine so as to have the chickens come out 
on Saturday. 

The great ‘drawback to the business is in the number 
of factories that sell direct.

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THE TIN PLATE SCALE ADJUSTED. 


The tin plate scale for another year has been ad- 
justed by a settlement of the rebate question by the 
American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. and the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron, Steel & Tin Workers. 
The workers succeeded in securing a concession from 
the company, the reduction on rebate plate being cut 
in two, after a protracted conference ending July 23d 
last. The new agreement provides for the production 
of this plate at a reduction of 12% per cent below the 
regular tin plate wage scale. Since this scheme be- 
came operative the company secured a concession of 
25 per cent. Hereafter, instead of collecting 3 per 
cent from the wages of the tin plate workers to make 
up for this reduction on the rebate plate, only 11% per 
cent will be deducted. The agreement dates back to 
July 1. Practically all of the independent sheet and 
tin plate manufacturers have already signed the Amal- 
gamated scales for the ensuing year, and the trouble 
that was anticipated several weeks ago is averted. 
Within the past week the following manufacturers 
have signed the sheet or tin plate scale: Alcania Co., 
Avonmore, Pa.; Youngstown Iron & Steel Roofing 
Co., Youngstown, O.; American Rolling Mill Co., 
Middletown, O.; Youngstown Iron Sheet & Tube Co., 
Youngstown, O.; Niles Iron & Steel Co., and the 
Empire Iron & Steel Co., Niles, O. 

Other concerns have signed the union scale as fol- 
lows: Sligo Iron & Steel Co., Connellsville, Pa. : 
Weller Rolling Mill Co., Anniston, Ala.; Colomial 
Steel Co., Monaca, Pa.; Pittsburgh Forge & Iron Co., 
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Allegheny, Pa.; Ewald Iron Co., Louisville, Ky.; 
Westerman & Co., Lockport, N. Y. 

The scale of the tin house workers affiliated with the 
Tin Workers’ International Protective Association was 
adjusted last week. The new scale went into effect 
July 20th and will remain in force until July 15, 1905. 
The workers’ representatives accepted a reduction of 
5 per cent on terne dippers ; 3 per cent for terne catch- 
ers; 5 per cent for combination terne dippers; 3 per 
cent for combination terne catchers and 3 per cent for 
all other tinhouse employes outside dippers and catch- 
ers who are making $1.60 a day or over. A few minor 
changes were made in prices on special machines and 
footnotes that do not materially affect the earning 
power of the workers.

TIN HOUSE SCALE SETTLED. 





\t a conference at Pittsburgh lasting several hours, 
the officials of the American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. 
effected a settlement of the tin house wage scale for 
the ensuing year with the representatives of the Tin 
Plate Workers’ Protective Association on July 21st. 
The settlement was made on a basis of a te- 
duction of 4% per cent from last year’s scale. In con- 
sideration of the acceptance of this reduction by the 
union men the company withdrew its demand that the 
workmen agree to a rebate on orders formerly filled by 
Welsh manufacturers and gave the workmen many 
concessions which they had not heretofore enjoyed. 
In view of the present unfavorable condition of the 
tin and terne market, it is considered that the workmen 
have obtained a decidedly better settlement than was 
expected by the committee representing the union at 
the conference.

OF TIN SCRAP. 


RECOVERY 


In Germany 30,000 tons of tin-scrap are now worked 
up annually in seven factories operating on the elec- 
trolytic process, metallic tin being recovered. Although 
the use of other electrolytes has been proposed and 
patented, sodium hydrate is stated to yield the best re- 
sults. In Austria one tin recovery works is stated to 
be in operation; and England possesses one small ex- 
perimental plant at Manchester. 

Germany at present is drawing supplies of scrap 
for the seven works referred to from England, France 
and Switzerland, the home supply proving insufficient 
to meet the requirement of the works. This state of 
things is unlikely to continue, says the Iron and Coal 
Trades Review, and it is evident that a well-situated 
electrolytic recovery works, with a good organization 
for the collection and transportation of the scrap and 
cuttings, is demanded, and will some day be found in 
operation. —Ex.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The upward tendency of the last four weeks con- 
tinues. Markets on the whole are perceptibly stronger 
than last week, though prices remain almost un- 
changed. Demand for finished material is somewhat 
limited. The local iron market is more active. The 
deadlock between buyers and sellers is a matter of de- 
livery rather than price. Sellers are holding off for 
deliveries extending into 1905 at the present scale, 
and asking premiums of from 25c to 50c per ton for 
future deliveries. 

Contracts of heavy tonnage for Northern irons 
were let last week. The minimum price was $13.25, 
Chicago, for No. 2. Southern irons are very firm at 
$9.25, Birmingham, for No. 2. Foundry men are 
buying very freely. Malleable iron is active and 
strong. 

Standard 72-hour Connellsville and Southern foun- 
dry cokes are quoted at from $1.90 to $2 at the ovens. 
Connellsville is selling here at from $4.55 to $4.65. 
Southern cokes are from $4.30 to $4.40. 

Steel billets, rails, bars, and hoops are meeting 
with a decided welcome abroad. In June 42,000 tons 
of these commodities were exported as against 36,000 
tons in May, and 30,000 tons in April. The prices at 
which these goods were sold abroad are said to be 
much lower than they are to be had in this country 

The total production of pig iron during the first 
six months of 1904 was 8,173,438 tons. Unsold 
stocks on the market June 30th were 623,254 tons. At 
this time over 200 furnaces were in operation. 


OLD MATERIAL. 


Prices have an advancing tendency, but are so un- 
steady as hardly to admit of definite deductions. Rail- 
roads are holding on to their supply for the most part, 
though the St. Paul road is offering 3,500 tons. The 
consumption is not so great as prices indicate. Specu- 
lators are buying heavily. Railroads are obtaining 
an advanced scale from this source. We quote deal- 
ers’ selling prices, gross tons, as follows: Old iron 
rails, $14.50 to $15.00; old steel rails (4 feet and 
over), $11.00 to $11.50; old steel rails (less than 4 
feet), $10.00 to $10.50; relaying rails, subject to in- 
spection, $22.50 to $23.00; relaying rails for side- 
tracks, $18.00 to $20.00; old wheels, $11.00 to $11.50; 
heavy melting steel, $9.50 to $10.00; mixed country 
steel, $7.00 to $7.50. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Though the call for hot-weather goods has not sub- 
sided by any means, jobbers are experiencing a steady 
inquiry for winter staples, as skates, snow-shovels, 
sleds, etc. Builders’ hardware is showing up better 
and prices on this line are on the upturn. Wire and 
cut nails seem to have reached rock-bottom prices. 
Cut nails, particularly, are in greater demand. A 
rather heavy buying movement of the last week ad- 
vanced prices about 5c per keg. The new cut-nail 
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price schedule is not, however, the official quotation, 
buyers realizing the splendid opportunity are taking 
advantage of the exceptional rates and are buying 
wire goods in abundance, There is every prospect 
that, when hardware statistics for the past month 
are brought to light, the sales will comfortably ex- 
ceed those of the corresponding month last year. 

Dun & Co. report officially 6,214 commercial in- 
solyencies for the first half of 1904, with a sum total 
indebtedness of $79,490,000. In the same period last 
year, there were 5,628 failures, with liabilities of $66,- 
797,000. We believe that these figures are not for- 
boding. The _ hard-times-every-tenth-vear prophet 
has had his prediction realized to a certain extent. 
There is every reason to predict that the dreaded sea- 
son is now over. The crop prospects are gratifying. 
Neither manufacturers, jobbers or retailers are over- 
stocked. There are rosy reports from all over the 
country, forcasting a heavy business for next fall. 

Hardware prices are at about the same general level 
as two weeks age. Brown’s animal pokes are listed 
at from $5.00 to $6.00 per doz. White enameled ware 
is at a discount of 50, 10 and 5 per cent. King’s 
barn-door hangers have fallen 75c. Jobbers now sell 
at $5.75 per doz. pairs. Parker’s oval slide vises are 
selling at a discount of 50, 4, 2% per cent and 50, 10, 
5. 2% per cent.

GLASS. 


The principal window-glass jobbers of the United 
States held a meeting in Chicago last Tuesday and 
decided to advance the price schedule from 5 to 7% 
per cent.

The demand for win- 
dow-glass is quite brisk and jobbers feel that the time 
is now ripe for an advance. Last week a contract 
was closed for 300,000 boxes to cost about $1,000,000. 
This deal will exhaust almost all the available supply 
in the country and place the glass jobbers in com- 
manding position.
